SYRIA. 
About midday, being invited to din 





with the chief officers of the Prince, we 

formed a circle round alow table, on which | 
were placed a number of dishes, with an 

immegse pilau of rice in the middle, co- 

loured with saffron: we were furnished 

with neat spvons for eating our food—a re- 

finement not always to be found at Eastern | 
meals. While at Beirout, I dined one day 

with a rich merchant, aMoor. We sat on 

the carpet, foursin number, and drank tea 

in the first place, which was made by the 

Moor, and served without milk: imme- 

diately afterwards, dinner was brought in : 

firstya dish of soup was placed in the mid- 

dle ie table : and, being each provied 

with ®spoon, we helped ourselves out of 

the vessel in common; this being remov- 

ed, an excellent hash supplied its place ; 

and the spoons being taken away, we plung- 

ed our fingers in the dish, and carried what- 

ever came first, meat, vegetables, &c., to 

our mouths, as there were no plates. Se- 

veral other dishes succeeded, all very 

good; and the repast was closed by some 

delicious cakes: a most diligent washing of 
the hands and mouth then took place, and 

indeed it was necessary. " 

Having quitted the palace of*fortress of 
the Emir, we returned to the town of Dalil 
Camas, to wait till the roads should become 
passable by the melting of the snow. Our 
lodging was a small room in the khan, in 
the upper story ; several merchants occu- 
pied the adjoining room, and they get out 
their goods for sal during the day time in 
the court below. ‘This part of Mount 
Lebanon was very barren and craggy, and 
the houses rose in ridges on its sides. 

There are a great number of Druses in 
and areund this plawe. The belief of some 
of the rites of this singular race, are but 
imperfectly known. They area fine and 
healthy looking people ; particularly many 
of the young women, who have a complex- 
ion as ruddy as those of the Highlands of 
Scotland. The Druses never allow inter- 
marriages with strangers, and not unfre- 
quently marry their sisters and daughters. 
Several of their small houses of worship 
are scattered over the mountain, but no 
stranger is allowed to'enter. It is comput- 
ed there are eighty convents on various 
parts of the mountain; Armenian, Catholic, 
Greek, and Maronite; and they are often 
placed in ‘situations of extraordinary beau- 
ty. It has been observed by some, that 
the Syrian coastis very subject to fevers ; 
but it is difficult, perhaps, to find a line of 
country more healthy and attractive, than 
that from Tripoli to Acre. Lady S. has 
declared the climate to be the most salu- 
brious that she has eVer resided in. 


Different colours of mourning. —In Europe 
bluck is generally used, because it repre- 
sents darkness, which death is like unto, as 
it‘ts a privation of lite. In China white is 
used, because they hope that the dead are 
in heaven, the place of purity. In Egypt 
yellow is used, becanse it represents the de- 
caying of trees and flowers, which become 
yellow as they die away. In Ethiopia, 
brown is used, because it denotes the co- 
lour of the earth from whence we came, 
and to which we return. In some parts of 
Turkey, blue is used, because it represents 
the sky, where they hope the dead are 
gone ; but in other parts, purple and violet, 
because, being a mixture of black and blue, 
it represents, as it were, sorrow on the one 
side and hope on the other.—Eng. pap.

Musical Fish.—The following account of 
a musical phenomenon, supposed to be pro- 
duced by fish, may not be unacceptable to 
our readers.

This 
combination prodhced a thrilling sensation 
on the nerves, ang, as we fancied, a tremu- 
lous motion in the yessel. The excite- 
ment of greai curiosity was visible on eve- 
ry face on board, and many were the sage 
speculations of the sailors on this occasion, 
Aaxious to discoyer the cause of this gra- 
‘aitous copcert,. 1 weat below, where I 
found the poise, which | soon ascertained 
proceeded from the bottom of the vessel. 
increased to a, full and uninterrupted cho- 
rus. The perceptions which occurred to 
me on this ovcasion, were similar to those 
produced by thé torpedo or electric eel, 
which I had before felt; but whether 
these feelings were caused by the concus- 
sions of sound, or by «ctual vibrations in 
the body of the vessel, | could neither 
then nor since determine.

NORTH CAROLINA GOLD. 

Among the contents of the last number 
of the American Journal of Science, is an 
article by Professor Olm.ted, of N. C., on 
the Gold country of that state. As the 
subject has for along period excited a con- 
-iderable share of attention, we give place 
to an epitome of Mr. O's paper, furnished 
by the Portsmouth Journal. 

The country, in which gold has been 
found, lies on the southern side of the state, 
not far from the borders of South Caroli- 
na, and contains not less than a thousand 
square miles. Its geographical situation 
may be best ascertained by taking, as a cen- 
tre, a point eight miles west by south of the 
junction of the Uwharre river with ,the 
Pedee, and describing a circle round it, 
with a radius of eighteen miles. ‘In al- 
most any part of this region,” says Profes- 


sor Olmsted, ‘* gold may be found in great- 
g y £ 


er or less abundance, at or near the sur- 
face of the ground.” It is most usually 
found, however, in a thin,stratum of gravel 
enclosed in a dense mud, either of a pale 


blue or yellow colour, and lying usually | 
On | 


about three feet below the surface. 
high ground, where the incumbent soil has 
been washed away by the rains, it lies on 
the surface ; while for the same reason, it 


has been found tn the valleys buried to the | 


depth of eight feet. It has been discover- 
ed most frequently and in the greatest 
abundance, on the banks of small streams. 
whose waters have worn a passage throug): 
the stratum. 

The svoil of the gold country is barr, 
consisting of nothing but sand-bills, aud 
ridges of gravelly quartz; and the inhabi- 
tants are generally) very poor and ignorant, 
A tew log huts and cabins, with an acre or 
two of Indian cora-or cotton in fhe neigh 
bourhoodif each, are thinly scattered over 
this extensive country. 

The working fogigold bas hitherto been 
confined to the b small streams which 
are left dry, om y so, in the summe: 
season. The workman selects a spot at rau 
dom, aad begins to dig a pit with a spade 
and mattock. After penetrating through a 
stratum of small angular stones and mud, 
he meets with that peculiar stratum of 
gravel and clay, which is the usual matrix 
of the gold, ‘This he removes with a spade 
into a cradle, made in the shape of a barret 
divided lengchwise. When the cradle is 
about half full of mud and gravel, it is fill 
ed up with water, and rocked uatil the mud 
Is separated from the stones and suspended 
inthe water. The water is then poured 
off, and the large stones picked out by hand. 
rhis operation is repeated, until nothing is 
left in the cradle but a fine sand, which ts 
then transferred to an iron dish, and dipped 
repeatedly in water and gently turned 
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round, until the remaining earthly matter 
is washedaway. ‘The particles of gold are 
then left mingled only with a fine ferrugi- 
nous sand. 

[here are three places in which the 
principal operations are at present carried 
on; Anson mine, on Richardson’s creek, a 
branch of Rocky river; Reed’s mine, on 
Meadow creek, another branch of Rocky 
river; and Parke:’s mine, on a small stream 
four miles south of the river Yadkin. Mass 
es of pure gold; weigning four, five, and six 
hundred pennyweights, have occasionally 
been found, and one muss was found ‘at 
Reed’s mine, within a few inches of the 
surface of the ground, that weighed in its 
crude state twenty-right pounds avoirdu- 
poise. Another mass weighing six hun- 
dred, pennyweights, was found io a plough- 
ed field in the vicinity of the Yadkin. At 
Parker’s mine, a mass was recently dis- 
covered, at the depth of ten feet, which 
weighed four pounds and eleven ounces, 
At Concord,mear the- western limit of the 
gold country, grains of gold are found in the 
sireets and gullies after every rain. 

Che terms on which the owners of the 
soil permit it to be worked, of course vary” 
with the supposed productions of the 
earth. The highest refit given i one half 
of the gold found, and the lowest is about 
ohe fourth. tis a fact well worthy of no 
tice, and one that sufficiently shows the de 
lusive nature of the employment, that hy 
average product éven in favourabie situa. 
tions, does not exceed sixty cents a diy for 
each labourer. 

The grains of gold, when collected, are 
bought ap by the country merchants at 90 
or 91 cents a pennyweight, and constitui: 
now the common currency of the country
